Capt. Clifford, who would have been 41

A Korean War veteran, he had been a 
member of the village's volunteer fire 
department before joining the paid de- 
partment when it 
was formed in 


January, 1966. 


Capt. Clifford had previously worked 


for 914 years for the Chicago Fire De- 
partment. 


Capt. Clifford was promoted to lieuten- 


ant in May, 1967, and promoted to cap- 
tain, In July, 1970, As one of the depart- 
ment's three captains, he was in charge 
of training of new members. 


He is survived by his wife, Patricia,

Village Cab Co., has told village officials 
a bus system could be provided for the 
village for about $3,000 per month total 
cost. That amount would cover all costs 
of leasing and servicing a bus to provid- 
ing a six-day-a-week service. Birks has 
offered to run such a service.

Community Service To Study Police Referrals 


Members of the Elk Grove Village 


Community Service board hope to find 
out next month why they are not getting 
many cases referred by the village police 
department. 


The municipally-funded social service 


agency received 
only three referrals 


from the police department last month. 
Overall, the agency got 35 new cases in 


both family and youth counseling. 


"There is a lack of belief that Commu- 


nity Service counseling is doing its job," 
said "Board Member William Kohnke, 
who is a lieutenant on the village force. 
He added that youth officers on the po- 
lice force are referring juveniles to two 
private counselors rather than to Com- 
munity Service. 


Vandals Burn Mail In Collection Box 


An undetermined amount of mail was 


destroyed by a fire apparently set by 
vandals in a mail collection box in Elk 
Grove Village last Thursday night. 


E1 k Grove Village firemen ex- 


tinguished the smoldering fire in a box at 
Ridge Avenue and Clearmont Drive 
about 8:45 p.m, Thursday. 


Postal officials said some mail in the 


box was apparently destroyed by the 
fire, although they were unable to say 
how much. 


Fire department officials theorized the 


fire was apparently set by vandals. The 
incident will be investigated by postal in- 
spectors.

"The police have 
to understand the counselor's role," she 
said.

wants the board to investigate the prob- 
lem further, and asked Executive Dir. 
Jordan Rosen to talk to Police Chief Har- 
ry Jenkins about the problem. 


"This is the same subject we discussed 


when Jordan came here," Spees 'said. "I 
don't like to see the same old problems 
coming back all the time." 


Kohnke added that he could bring fig- 


ures to the next Community Service 
board meeting indicating where persons 
were being referred by police. "The fact 
is officers feel they have a better work- 
ing relationship with other counselors," 
he said. "Our job is to stop drug traffic 
and to find the pushers. Counselors have 
to respect our job, too." 


Kohnke added that once teens become 


involved with Community Service, offi- 
cers find it more difficult to get informa- 
tion about sources of supply for drugs in 
order to make arrests. 


Board Chairman Quentin Goodrich said 


the matter will be studied further and a 
report will be made at the April board 
meeting. "We are talking about the rela- 
tionship between two parts of the Village 
of Elk Grove and I would like to see this 
worked out."

Downes, whose firm has been con- 


ducting a lengthy study of the assessor's 
office, proposed a new classification sys- 
tem with seven categories. Those cate- 
gories include vacant land; single-family 
residential; multi-family residential with 
less than seven dwelling units; multi- 
family residential with more than six 
dwelling units; commercial; industrial; 
and miscellaneous. 


Downes said race tracks would be In- 


cluded in the last category. 


Downes said the proposal is a tentative 


one and is subject to the approval of Cul- 
lerton. 


A second set of categories was pro- 


posed at the meeting — this time by the 
Citizen's Action Program (CAP) which 
has been highly critical of the assessor's 
office in recent months. 


Paul Booth, a CAP spokesman, pre- 


sented the board with the plan which 
calls for residential property to be as- 
sessed at 25 per cent of the fair market 
value; small commercial at 35 per cent; 
vacant land at 50 per cent; industrial at 
50 per cent; and commercial at 62% per 
cent. 


Booth's latest attack on the assessor's 


office included the charge that Arlington 
Park Race Track in Arlington Heights is 
being assessed at only 3.7 per cent of the 
fair market value, which he said is 
.$39,094,000. 


Booth said the assessment on the track 


complex is $1,477,687, If it were assessed

College Aribitions Bring 
Family Financial Crises

"Whether or not' the average Ameri- 


can rcalb.es it, a new social class is 
emerging in America. It is not a class 
based upon how much wealth a person 
has inherited or accumulated nor upon 
the pedigree of his ancestors. It is a 
class based upon the gray matter he 
has between his ears. 


• 
America's elite society of the com- 


ing generation will be its educated citi- 
zens. 


Education has become a vital social 


commodity. Scholars like John Ken- 
neth Galbraith (in his book The New 
[ndu.ilrial Stntti) and David T. Baze- 
lon (Power in America) arc noting the 
dependency of the industrial state. 
upon the brain power and expertise of 
highly educated individuals. 


"The new class," says fiazelon, "is 


most broadly defined as that group of 
people 
gaining status and income 


through organizational position. They 
achieve their positions — or at least 
they enter I he race to achieve them — 
mostly by virtue of educational status. 
(They) 
entrepreneur their 
way 


through society by means o£ educa- 
tional qualification rather than by 
property ownership." 


Therefore, another writer observes, 


"education has become manipulable 
property, a resource of more value 
than the ownership-of stock_or land, 
and it is likely to be one certain source 
of economic and social influence in the 
next generation." 


Most Americans see a college educa- 


tion in its ecpnomic terms. They have 
'been told that a college graduate earns 
as much as a quarter - million dollars 
more in a working lifetime than his 
high school classmate. 


Some Americans are impressed by 


oilier values thai the colleges would 
prefer to cite: A richer appreciation of 
life, a broadened capacity to serve 
family and community, a better un- 
derstanding of the modern world and 
the personal resources lo help solve its 
problems. 


Whatever their reasons, most Amer- 


icans want their sons and daughters to 
achieve a college degree. Almost a dec- 
ade ago a U.S. Office of Education 
study revealed that 73 per cent o£ par- 
ents with children under age 10 ex- 
pected they would attend college, 68 
per cent of parents with children aged. 
10-14 expected college for them, and 
53 per cent of those with children 
15-17 were still thinking of college for 
their offspring. 


The declining percentages as the 


children grew older indicate principal- 
ly that parents were corning closer and • 
closer to the economic facts of college 
life. 


It is no news that college costs are 


higher than ever and still going up. 
Yet many famililies do little or noth- 
ing about planning college financing 
until their youngsters are only a year' 
or two removed from college enroll- 
ment Such a situation demands dras- 
tic financial steps that some families 
STB Unwilling or unable to take.

Scrap Driver Test Station Plans

Plans for a Northwest suburban driv- 


er's license testing station north of Pala- 
tine have been scrapped, at least until 
the spring legislative session, because of 
opposition from currency exchanges and 
remitters, the Herald learned yesterday. 


A spokesman for Secretary of, State 


John W. Lewis said yesterday "we are 
dropping further action on the station be- 
cause the secretary feels legislation is 
required to proceed." 


Last month, Lewis announced the state 


driver's station would be built between 
Northwest Highway and Dundee Road in 
Palatine Township, and a $5,000 option 


on the 40-acres of land was expected this 
week. 


The resistance from currency ex- 


changes and remitters (persons who take 
orders for license plates and receive a 
fee for delivery), came because they 
would lose money .during the license 
plate season, a Lewis aide said. The new 
d r i v e r ' s station would • have been 
equipped with an office for distribution of 
automobile and truck licenses with no 
service fee. The nearest office now is in 
Chicago. 


The exchanges and remitters usually 


receive $1 delivery fee along with a 50 
cent notary charge. 


HOWEVER, STATE Rep. Eugene F. 


Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, said 


yesterday he will introduce legislation 
this spring "to authorize and pay for a 
motor vehicle station in the Northwest 
suburbs ... even if I 'have to take on the 
currency exchanges." 


Schlickman said another search for a 


site will be undertaken if the legislation 
is passed.

Back in the good old days people 


learned about coming elections from 
posted notices on trees and poles. Today, 
some people still learn about elections 
that way. 


State law still requires that three no- 


tices of elections be posted in each pre- 
cinct. That brings the total number of 
signs in Wheeling Township alone to 2M. 


But the signs have caused a problem. 


"If there's one thing I get accomplished 
as supervisor of this township, it's to get 
this antiquated, and costly, law off the 
record," said Ethel Kolerus, Wheeling 
Township supervisor. "It's a nuisance 
from the horse-and-buggy days, before 
TV and radio."

Motherway said separate trials for in- 


dividuals charged with the same offense 
are not uncommon situations. However, 
such separate trials substantially in- 
crease the court costs in the jurisdiction 
of the case. 


Motherway estimated court costs for 


jury trials may be as high as $1,000 a 
day. 


In last week's hearing, Fitzgerald also 


called upon defense attorneys and the 
state to reach a common date as soon as 
possible for when they will be prepared 
to take the case to trial. 


Several of the defense attorneys said 


they are or will be involved in other 
cases that would take up their time. 
However, Fitzgerald urged that a date be 
set soon. Motherway said the state would 
be ready to go to trial immediately. 


Fitzgerald also deferred action on a 


motion made by the defense which chal- 
lenged the constitutionality of a U.S. Su- 
preme Court ruling last year requiring 
the defense to turn over all testimony, 
reports and information they have on the 
case to the state prior to the actual trial. 


The state spent several months ac- 


cumulating the information it had and 
has turned it over to the defense. How- 
ever, the defense will not do the same 
until Judge Fitzgerald rules on their mo- 
tion.

signs down, I suppose we will have to," 
Hanson said. 


The cost involved in putting the signs 


up includes printing the signs at the 
county level, distributing them to each 
township and two days of work by too 
men from the township road and bridge 
department. 


"There was a time a few years back 


when I took a stapler and posted some of 
the signs myself," Mrs. Kolerus said. 


Each sign must be marked on a sign 


location map and sent back to the coun- 
ty. The signs have to be posted in highly 
visible places, according to the law. 


After the election, the signs may be 


even more visible — under foot.

Poverty is always difficult to own up to 


. . . aipeelally in affluent Chicago sub- 
urb«. 


But Mrs. Bern Trevor of Rolling Mead- 


ows is well aware of the existence of po- 
verty to the northwest suburban area. 
For the past several years she has been 
trying to reduce the extra burdens car- 
ried by low income families in the neigh- 
borhood* 


Current treasurer of the Northwest Op- 


portunity Center and vice president of 
the governmental board of the Cook 
County Office of Economic Opportunity 
Mrs. Trevor first became interested in 
poverty bred life styles through the 
League of Women Voters. 


WHILE SHE WAS PRESIDENT of the 


local Arlington Heights and Mount Pros- 
pect chapter (1M7-1969) the League took 
a favorable position on the National Op- 
portunity A*. When the OEO experi- 


enced problems in locating a place for a 
service center in the immediate area, 
they called on the local League chapter 
for help in obtaining a zoning variation. 


The League was successful and the 


Northwest Opportunity Center was estab- 
lished in Rolling Meadows. 


"This is how 1 became active," Mrs. 


Trevor said. "The League still supports 
the Northwest Opportunity Center by 
participating in fund-raising drives. And 
then through my work with the area 
center I as appointed a member of the 
Cook County government board of OEO," 


added the mother of four. 


"Our philosophy at the center is to 


help people help themselves. It's not a 
patronizing system. 


"TO WORK WITH POVERTY in the 


suburbs is an unique experience. What 
we have accomplished is alerting citizens 
that we do have poverty in this area." 


The Northwest Opportunity Center ser- 


vices about 1000 families residing in the 
northwest suburbs. Needy persons re- 
ceive aid where it is needed whether it 
be employment, housing, transportation 
or legal work. 


"Women are awakening in responsi- 


bility and are now receiving recognition 
for what they can do," said Mrs. Trevor. 


"There are so many interesting things 


to get involved in. That's where the hitch 
comes in ... some require as much time 
as a full-time job and some even more. 
Personally I consider my work as an ex- 
tension of my own home." 


THROUGH HER WORK with the 


Northwest Opportunity Center Mrs. Tre- 
vor's interest in poverty has expanded. 
She is an alternate member of Metropoli- 
tan Housing Development Corporation 
which is actively seeking location sites 
for low income housing. She also ad- 


dresses social studies and journalism 
classes on the various aspects of poverty 
and welfare in the area. 


"You have to come face to face with 


the realities of poverty and what it 
means in the total sense of helping the 
community," she said 


Originally from Chicago, Rena Trevor 


has lived in Rolling Meadows for 15 
years. She has been active in the League 
of Women Voters for the last nine.

comes to diapers. What really is best? 
One friend tells me to use throwaways. 
Another says the diaper service is best 
and that diapers are more santiary. My 
sister is convinced diapers washed at 
home can't help but be cleaner. Also, am 
wondering how often the baby has to be 
changed? 


—How and How Often 


Only if you have a washer and dryer at 


home should you even consider doing 
diapers at home. Even this isn't as good 
as the commercial service if you have no 
one to help you. Don't worry — they are 
completely sanitary. Throwaways are 
tine as an added convenience. There's no 
doubt that they do keep the baby drier, 
but disposal is something to be consid- 
ered. Apparently, they're just the thing 
for traveling or as extras. As for chang- 
ing, you soon learn when the baby needs 
it. It should be done as soon as possible 
when the diaper is "soiled" and when- 
ever the baby is very wet — as after 
several hours of sleep. You'll be sur- 
prised how all of this falls into place 
once you get into the routine. 


TIP TO BRIDES: If you've scorched 


some vegetables — but not too badly — 
put the pan in another pan, filled with 
cold water. Let the burned pan stay on 
this for a few minutes, then pour out the 
food.

ones allow greater variety in decoration 
and can be saved and used again next 
year.

sors. Make holes the size of a small pea. 
Hold egg over bowl and blow through one 
end until contents come out the other. 
Rinse empty shell in cool water and 
drain well before dyeing. Spoon dye bath 
over the shell for even color distribution 
and stand shell on end to drain. 


In cutting blown shells for decorative 


purposes, hold manicure scissors with 
narrow points curved toward you. Make 
tiny snips with points of scissors For best 
results, cut shells as soon as possible af- 
ter blowing. 


If you hard-boil egg, be sure to use 


enamel, glass, or stainless steel pans 
since other types tend to discolor eggs. 
For best dyeing results, use country 
fresh white-shell eggs. Most store-bought 
eggs today are chemically coated with 
an invisible oil-base spray for protection. 
However, you can cut through this coat- 
ing and get an even dye job by using 
more vinegar than directions specify.

Progressive Trade Talks 
Urged By Chicago Banker 
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by LcROY POPE 


NEW YORK (UP1) - The Census Bu- 


reau recently made what appeared to be 
a portentous announcement that the 
United States is approaching "zero popu- 
lation growth." 


Economists are somewhat skeptical. 


Even it it is true, they say. the key word 
is "approaching," and that means it will 
take at least 50 years to actually reach 
zero population growth, 


Nevertheless, they say, if the Census 


Bureau 1$ right, that means a substantial 
long range change in the economic cli- 
mate of the country. 


THE NATION HAD a birth rate low 


enough during the Depression of the 
1930s to bring about '/ero population 
growth, but that was offset by substan- 
tial Immigration. Dr. Solomon Fabricant 
of the National Bureau of Economic Re- 
search told United Press International he 
doesn't believe Americans would accept 
larger numbers of immigrants in the 
years ahead. 


On the contrary, there is a campaign 


now to curb illegal immigration and ex- 
pel aliens who are in the country illegal- 
ly.Dr. Fabricant said the Census Bureau 
might have erred in its calculation. The 
bureau in the late 1940s grossly under- 
estimated the growth of the population in 
the past 20 years, he pointed out. 


"SUPPOSING THAT the Census Bu- 


reau is right, and I concede that its sup- 
porting data seems better than that on 
which it based its erroneous forecasts in 
the late 1940s, there's still no reason for 
business to be frightened about the pros- 
pect of an ultimately stable population," 
Dr. Fabricant said. 


He said a nearly stable population 20 


years hence would mean a smaller Gross 
National Products in constant dollars. 


"But," he said, "and this is the impor- 


tant thing, it would not mean lower pro- 
duction per capita, It might mean more 
production per capita because we would 
have greater incentive to make max- 
imum use of machinery and automated 
techniques." 


Consumers Spending., But 
Are More Cautious: Exec 


Consumers are back in the stores and 


shopping centers — but they are thinking 
twice before buying according to Ferd 
Nauheim of Kalb, Voorhis & Co. He adds 
that "a very sane approach to personal 
spending has. for the most part, replaced 
compulsive buying." 
Nauheim heads the Washington, D.C. of- 
fice of Kalb. Voorhis. The Washington 
ofiee works with insurance companies 
and mutual fund management and dis- 
tribution organizations by providing a 
range of diversified training, statistical, 
sales and promotion services. 


"Many economists are convinced that 


consumer spending rises proportionately 
with Income," Nauheim said. But the 
American public is unpredictable — in 
1971, spending did not advance to match 
the rise in incomes. Much of the higher 
take>home pay went into savings ac- 
counts with fixed returns and equity in- 
vestments — such as mutual funds and 
variable annuities. 


"Currently. 
American!, arc saving 


about 8 per cent if their after-tax income 


— compared to 6 per cent in 1969 — 
when they earned less," Nauheim said. 


HE ADDS THAT while the rate of sav- 


ings has declined somewhat In recent 
months, there has been no consumer 
spending spree — rather, more mea- 
sured buying. 


"From all indications, disposable in- 


come will reach $784.1 billion this year, 
and consumer spending levels should 
also rise. Personal savings at the end of 
1971 were at an all-time high — $59 bil- 
lion — but are expected to taper off to a 
level of about $56.5 billion in 1972. 


"And, 
we are seeing a return of in- 


vestors to equities, such as mutual funds. 
This happily signals a definite revival of 
investor confidence in the market place 
— and in our economy," Nauheim said. 


Investors, thoroughly familiar with in- 


flation, are taking steps to protect, as 
much as possible, their future purchas- 
ing power through equity investments, he 
adds. It's all a part of the more cautious 
spending philosophy. 


Ask The

payers. 


Q) I'm a working mother. What arc 


the limits on the deduction my husband 
and 1 may claim for babysitting ex- 
penses incurred while I am working? 


A) The child care deduction for tax 


year 1971 is limited to the amount you 
actually spent, but in no case more than 
$600 for one dependent or $DOO for two or 
more. Although there are no income limi- 
tations on the amount a single woman 
may earn «ind still be able to claim a 
child care deduction, a working wife gen- 
erally must reduce such expenses by the 
amount the adjusted gross income of her 
and her husband exceeds SG.ooo. Thus, no 
child care deductions may be allowed if 
the parents' combined adjusted gross in- 
come is $6,900 or more. The rules for 
claiming the deduction are explained in 
Publication 503, "Child Care and Dis- 
abled Dependent Care.1' available free 
from IRS offices. 


The Revenue Act of 1971 increased the 


income limitation to $18,000 for tax year 
1972, so If you do not qualify for the child 
care deduction when you file this year, 
ysu should still maintain good records of 
your child care expenses, because you 
may qualify when you file next year. 


Q) Where can I get information on tax 


law changes affecting my 1971 return? 


A) Internal Revenue Publication 17, 


"Your Federal Income Tax," describes 
in easy-to-read language all the tax law 
changes affecting your 1971 return It 
can be purchased for 75 cents from your 
IRS district office, many post offices 
throughout the country and the Govern- 
ment Printing Office in Washington, D. 
C. 


Q) What happened to the income tax 


surcharge? 


A) The surcharge was eliminated for 


tax years beginning in 1971. 


Q) Is it true that the Internal Revenue 


Service will compute my retirement in- 
come credit for me? 


A) If you qualify to have the IRS com- 


pute your tax and choose to do so, the IRS 
will also figure your '•etirement income 
credit. You merely need to answer the 
question for Columns A and B and fill in 
lines 2 and 5 of Schedule R. Attach 
Schedule R to your Form 1040, enter 
"RIC" on line 20 of Form 1040 and mail 
to the appropriate Service Center. 


Q) I'll be filing an income tax return 


for the first time. Where can I get a 
Form 10.10? 


A) Call or stop in at your local IRS 


office. Tax forms are also available at 
many banks and post offices. 


Progressive trade negotiations this 


year and next can pave the way to a 
more open, prosperous and peaceful 
world by the end of this century, but a 
standoff attitude could plunge the United 
States into a long period of protectionist 
isolationism. This was the' opinion of 
banker, Gaylord Freeman, speaking be- 
fore a joint conclave of top U.S and Eu- 
ropean business leaders in Versailles, 
France. 


Freeman is chairman of The First Na- 


tional Bank of Chicago. He said U.S. pol- 
icy is firmly pointed toward new lecipro- 
cal trade agreements, but cautioned that 


'the voices of isolationism are rising 


once again." He spoke at a meeting 
sponsored by the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States and the Union des 
Industries 
de la 
Communaute Eu- 


ropenne. 


"LABOR HAS already moved from its 


historic free trade attitude to one of 
trade restriction," Freeman said. "If 
your agricultural policies force our fann- 
ers in the same direction, your idealogic- 
al friends in the United States will no 
longer be in power." 


Reviewing recommendations of the 


President's Commission on International 
Trade and Investment Policy on which 
he served, Freeman said the U.S. trade 
position faces increased competition 


"There is no longer any special asset 


that guarantees the United States a high- 
er living standard . . Like every other 
nation, (it) must produce and sell at 
prices competitive in world markets. It 
must encourage investment in increased 
productivity and accept the discipline of 
national priorities . ," said Freeman. 


Commenting on the Burke-Hartke bill, 


termed the Foreign Trade and In- 
vestment Act of 1972, Freeman said its 
passage would be an "international dis- 
aster." The bill would limit U.S. imports 
to the levels of 1965 through 1969 and sub- 
ject U.S. foreign investment to double 
taxation by removing the credit against 
U.S taxes for taxes paid abroad 


The President's Commission on Inter- 


national Trade and Investment Policy 
found that such trade restrictions would 
be "self-defeating," and the commission's 
and other studies 
indicate 
that in- 


vestments in foreign production facilities 
stimulate U.S. exports, employment and 
economic activity, Freeman said. 


" Y E T DESPITE SUCH objective 


analysis, there is considerable Congres- 
sional support for such restrictive legis- 
lation," he said. 


"We need to achieve agreement on the 


roles of gold, reserve currencies and 
SDR's We must achieve sufficient flexi- 
bility in exchange rates to avoid per- 
sistent balance of payments deficits. We

TV Sponsors - Is There Nothing Unique To Sell? 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Every so of- 


ten, one comes across a notable tele- 
vision sponsor like Xerox or Hallmark. 
They may not exactly be daring by far- 
out standards, but in network television 
anything even slightly off center is vir- 
tually revolutionary. 


For the most part, the major video 


sponsors have little or no sense of humor 
as corporate entities, and little or no in- 
terest in creativity as it might be ex- 
pressed on the home screen. 


This is the result of business attitudes, 


but have you ever asked yourself why 
these attitudes exist, particularly in rela- 
tion to a mass outlet like television? 
Could it be that most of the major spon- 
sors really have nothing unique to sell? 


For example: When we see, on video, 


advertisements for gasoline companies 
or airlines or motor car manufacturers, 
they may sometimes be very pleasant 
and amusing to look at, but basically we 
are hearing 
of rather minor com- 


petitive selling points, all capped with 
sharp slogans. 


Well, there is certainly no general, 


widespread plot aimed at being careful 
with creative programs that might of- 
fend viewers — certainly not a purpose- 
ful deceit that is part of some vast con- 
spiracy to deprive the American public 
of great artistic forces. 


NO — MORE LIKELY we have a situ- 


ation in which the sponsoring companies, 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I have wondered if 


there are any kinds of activity that those 
with heart conditions should especially 
avoid. My husband is most anxious to do 
what is best and not overdo, but he prob- 
ably doesn't do enough. I think he can't 
quite realize that exercise of the right 
kind strengthens, not weakens, the heart. 
I believe a column of general advice for 
people with a heart condition would be of 
help to many, if such advice can be giv- 
en when there are so many kinds of-this 
trouble. 


Dear Reader — Thank you for your 


thoughtful suggestion. 


For individuals who do not have any 


symptoms of heart disease, specifically 
no evidence of shortness of breath or 
chest pain, I think the best exercise in 
the world is enough simple walking. It 
doesn't need to be very fast. It can grad- 
ually be increased in speed, if one desir- 
es to do so, or in duration to a level en- 
tirely consistent with the individual's 
own health. A comfortable walk of from 
10 to 15 minutes is usually within the 
scope of most people's physical ability 
unless they already 'have symptoms of 
heart disease. Then the duration can be 
increased to 30 minutes, then 30 minutes 
twice a day. 


While many people can walk an hour 


without difficulty, there are a surprising 
number who cannot. So it is not a goal 
one should hope to achieve when he first 
starts.walking. If a person has any evi- 
dence of chest pain or shortness of 
breath or just feels too tired, he should 
stop walking and rest. 


Any person who has symptoms while 


doing ordinary walking shouldn't try to 
do any more of an exercise program 
without a complete evaluation by their 
doctor. 


I DO NOT approve of vigorous exercise 


for individuals who have not already 
demonstrated adequate walking capac- 
ity. For older people or those who al- 
ready have diagnosed heart disease, I 
am not very enthusiastic about max- 
imum physical exercise of any type. 
Good walking exercise will build up your 
heart and circulation. In younger people 
without evidence of serious heart dis- 
ease, after they have demonstrated their 
walking capacity and maintained it for 
several weeks, more vigorous exercise

such as jogging and other exercises can 
be considered. 


Many people already exceed these lev- 


els of exercise regularly and do so com- 
fortably. For those I suggest that they 
continue to do so, only avoid peak ex- 
ertion or unusual exertion. It is better to 
exercise a little bit below your maximum 
capacity and do it more often, than it is 
to overdo it just one time. Exercise 
causes the heart to increase its work. 
The heart is essentially a muscle and 
like any other muscle that is worked it 
builds up its strength. Doctors also think 
that appropriate forms of exercise in- 
crease the blood supply to the heart 
muscle just as we know it does in other 
muscles of the body that are worked or 
exercised. Used properly, it is a wonder- 
ful way of building up the strength and 
capacity of the heart.

which are after all run by business-wise 
men, 
realize more than anyone that 


there is often little difference between 
their products or services, and those of 
their competition. Therefore they are all 
after the same mass market, and in this 
pursuit, with most executives and com- 
panies naturally cautious, they simply do 
not wish to forfeit the market by offend- 


• ing viewers who could easily live without 
them. 


Art has nothing to do with it. It is prob- 


ably the last thing anyone at a sponsor- 
ing company thinks of. The only com- 
pany that (.an afford to gamble is one 
with a definitely individual product or 
service to sell. Or one with a rare sense 
of duty, possibly stemming from shrewd 
or intelligent corporate public relations 
that sees how to gain status from a need 
to diversify or to spend extravagantly for 
tax purposes. 


SO THERE WE have the position of 


many major sponsors. And then, lo and 
behold, we find the three major com- 
mercial television networks in virtually 
the identical position as their adverti- 
sers: that is, they, too, have little which 
is unique to sell — certainly nothing that 
a competing network couldn't supply. 
And they, too, have little or no corporate 
humor, and little or no concern for art or 
creativity. Individual executives might, 
but they are subordinated to the policies 
of their companies. 


Thus, like the sponsors, we have net- 


works which know they have little to sell 
and are unwilling to risk forfeiting the 
mass market to their competitors, who 
are offering virtually the same thing. 
And thus the networks also feel most 
comfortable with the least offensive pro- 


gramming. Only a truly different broad- 
casting company could afford to feel oth- 
erwise. And we have seen how even the 
n o n-commercial 
television 
network 


crumbles repeatedly in the face o£ out- 
side pressures. 


Consider the predicament of art and 


creativity in such a situation. The in- 
nocent have little influence, and no 
chance, in video entertainment.

Slay ton termed, "a difficult yet success- 
ful season." 


The paradox that Slayton described is, 


indeed, applicable to the Knights* 13-9 
campaign. 


Difficult were the 69-66 loss to arch- 


rival Arlington, the one-point setback 
against Cona-nt, Glenbard North's stun- 
ning 84-65 victory, a four-point defeat to 
Elk Grove, 78-56 humiliation by Hersey 
and 78-59 extinction by Forest View.

It was a 'trying* year. 
Joe Breault summed up Schaumburg's 


initial varsity basketball campaign that 
way. It was a campaign in which David 
took on Goliath more than a couple times 
and with considerably different results 
than the Biblical version. 


The good natured Saxon pilot made it 


clear, however, that trying meant a little 
more than frustration, "Sure it was diffi- 
cult at times . . . for all of us," Breault 
commented. "A team doesn't go through 
a 3-17 season without everyone's nerves 
wearing thin at one stage of the game or 
another." 


"But," he added. "These kids started 


hustling the first day they came out for 
practice and they were still going strong 
. . . still giving 190 per cent . . . four 
months later. That kind of trying makes 
any coach's job worthwhile." 


The fact that Schaumburg was new to 


the Mid-Suburban league and new to var- 
sity combat in general probably had an 
effect on the club's final status. Desire, 
of course, did a lot to compensate for 
inexperience but it could in no way alter 
the fact that the Saxons were easily the 
smallest club in the Northwest suburbs. 


No one on the team actually scraped 


the six-foot mark. Starting with their 
'big' 5-11% pivotraan Larry Weller, the 
Saxon lineup worked down to 5-6 guard 
Marty Hjerstedt. John Blasco, at 5-3^, 
saw action at forward and the whole ros- 
ter averaged out to just a shade over 5-9. 


"It was an all-guard team," Breault 


chuckled. "And to make matters more 
interesting we weren't big in numbers ei- 
ther, going with just seven men a good 
part of the season. I often wondered 
what would happen if we really ran short 


of manpower during a game for one rea- 
son or another. Gary Schlz, my assist- 
ant, used to nudge me once in awhile 
when a couple of the kids would get into 
foul trouble and say, 'Hey, Joe, better 
get your uniform on.' " 


Breault, at 5-11, could have fit right 


into the scheme of things at forward or 
center. 


"We knew this lack of height would 


cause us problems before the season 
started so we tried to offset It by working 
harder at other phases of the game," 
Breault recounted. 


These phases included ball handling, 


shooting and just plain aggressiveness. 
"On paper it might not look like it helped 
out much but I feel we were in con- 
tention in a lot more ballgames solely 
because the kids were moving the ball 
well, taking the good percentage shots, 
and hustling." 


The figures actually tend to bear out 


Breault's reasoning. The Saxons ranked 
third in the league in assists, were in the 
top half in turnover yield and boasted the 
very best field goal accuracy rate ... a 
torrid 47.1 per cent. 


Rebounding was a different story of 


course. Schaumburg was 12th out of 12 
teams in the circuit with a 28.1 mark and 
this above all was instrumental in trig- 
gering the team's downfall in 12 out of 14 
MSL contests.

Both properties are part 
of the receivership of the defunct City 


Savings and Loan Association, and were 
ordered sold to liquidate the association's 
assets to repay its bondholders and de- 
positors, 


Action on the sale has been sched- 


uled by Judge Campbell for April 3, 
when he is to receive a report on the 
proposed sale. 


Trial was to have started yesterday on 


the circuit court action, unless a settle- 
ment was reached before then. 


Shell Oil Co. Sues Village 


A zoning suit was filed in circuit court 


yesterday against the village of Hoffman 
Estates, claiming an unconstitutional 
zoning classification is being applied to 
the southeast corner of Hlgglns and Bar- 
rington roads. 


Aram 
Hartunlan, representing 
the 


Shell Oil Co., said yesterday he filed suit 
to obtain commerlcal zoning for the cor- 
ner, now zoned for Industry. The zoning 


change request is based on the existence 
of a Standard Service Station on the 
northeast corner of the same inter- 
section, said Hartunian. 


Other factors he cited are that the two 


roads are both major thoroughfares, and 
the corner is near an entrance to the 
Northwest Tollway. 


Shell has an option to buy the land 


from Irving Rootberg, said Hartunian. 


Attorneys in both court actions have 


been working for a settlement 
for 


months. Prior to Judge Campbell's order 
of sale, it had been predicted the proper- 
ty would be developed under terms of the 
settlement. Instead, Judge Campbell re- 
sponded to demands by the association's 
depositors the property be sold now. 


The Teamsters Union Pension Fund 


brought the circuit court suit seeking va- 
cating of a special assessment on the 
Howie property, charging village offi- 
cials in power in 1968 with perpetrating a 
fraud on the court by obtaining approval 
of the special assessment. The fund 
claims improvements which the assess- 
ment was to finance already had been 
completed when the assessment was ap- 
proved. 


The savings association, which initially 


m o r t g a g e d Howie-In-The-Hills, was 
placed in federal receivership in 1968 by 
Judge Campbell, when it had outstanding 
assets of only about $13 million. Deposits 
totaled about $28 million. Judge Camp- 
bell had favored development of the two 
properties to obtain the highest possible 
return for the depositors.

Regan, chairman of the plans commis- 
sion, and Schaumburg Zoning Board of 
Appeals, recently took a long-range look 
at the future of the areas and offered 


their comments. 


The methods of the two villages may 


differ, but in every case the goal is the 
same — to establish a community of 
quality, one which residents can be 
proud. 


Officials in each village put the avail- 


ability of water near the top of any list of 
essentials for good development. 


Regan points to the fact that Hoffman 


Estates is currently sinking wells 1,400 to 


Eye Algoncjuin Roadwork 


Approval of matching federal funds for

Expect Appropriations 
Ordinance Move Tonight 


Depending on the speed of adding ma- 


chines and typewriters, the Schaumburg 
Village Board may be asked to take ac- 
tion tonight on the village's 1972 appro- 
priations ordinance, said Administrator 
John Coste.

The village must adopt 
an ordinance this month, and Coste is 
hoping to present the document tonight. 


THE ORDINANCE may not be ready

nance yesterday, and Coste was not cer- 
tain the clerical staff would be able to 
finish putting it in final form 
for 


tonight's meeting. If .the ordinance is not 
completed, It will be brought to the 
board next week, he sold, 


A budget, which Coste described as a 


working document basically beneficial to 
internal village operation, probably will 
not come to the board. 


"I think it's definite now (that there 


will be no budget) because of the tim- 
ing," he said. 


"It may have done good to adopt a 


budget the last week of December. There 
may have been some internal value to 
formalize what we're going to do be- 
tween the time the fiscal year starts and 
the time we adopt an appropriations or- 
dinance," he said, 


With 
an 
appropriations ordinance, 


there is no real need for a budget, said 
Coste. 


"A budget is a good, effective planning 


organ. It has no legal basis, no legal 
standing, other than that," he said.

Mother Nature 
Tosses A Curve

Each year about this time a serious 


malady sweeps the population of the 
northern states, including Illinois. The 
disease causes people to suddenly do 
things they would ordinarily not even 
consider in the winter months. 


All it takes is one day with tempera-

The male of the species begins thinking 


about those projects which have been 
stored in the back of 'his mind ltuntil 
warmer weather/' and wives begin 
thinking of new projects for them. But 
work is almost fun — repeat, almost — 
when it can be done in the warm out- 
doors after a winter of confinement. 


Part of the excitement of the early 


warm weather is a feeling that winter is 
being cheated. After fighting with frozen 
car locks, icy windshields, slippery side- 
walks and glazed streets, the spring-like 
days seem like a bonus. After all, winter 
isn't officially over until 6:22 a.m. March

Resident Charges Board 'Mistake9 
Claim Job Not For Civil Engineer 


A Wheeling resident has charged the 


Wheeling Village board "made a drastic 
mistake" in appointing a civil engineer 
to fill a vacancy on the village electrical 
commission. 


The resident, Richard Jamiolkowski of 


151 Laurel Ct, was himself a candidate 
for the vacant post on the electrical com- 
mission. 


In a letter to the village board this 


week Jamiolkowski points out "the quali- 
fications for an electrical engineer are 
certainly not even related to the training 
and background of a civil engineer." 


Jamiolkowski's letter related to the re- 


cent appointment of Robert Neukranz to 
the electrical commission. The letter 
does .not refer to Neukranz by name, 
however, but just calls him "the elec- 
trical commissioner." 


JAMIOLKOWSKI said in the letter the 


trustees gave him a brief interview when 
he applied for the commission vacancy. 
"I am a registered professional engineer 
and I had been employed by Com- 
monwealth Edison Co. as an electrical 
draftsman for two years, served two 
years with the army signal corps as a 
field radio repairman, was employed by 
an electrical contractor for three years, 
spent tliree years as an electrical design- 
er with Martin Marietta, was employed 
for four years with an architectural engi- 
neering firm, and I am presently em- 
ployed with the IBM Corp. as a senior 
associate field facilities engineer in the 
real estate and construction division," he 


said, as evidence he is currently active 
in the electrical engineering field. 


AFTER CITING his expertise, Jamiol- 


kowski told the board, "I feel that a re- 
sume of our new electrical commission- 
er's background regarding his electrical 
experience also be made available to the 
public ofr their information. 


"Needless to say, when I saw the posi- 


tion had been filled by a civil engineer, I 
was certainly surprised, bewildered and 
disturbed, and I had the utmost astonish- 
ment as to why you and the board would 
select a civil engineer to serve on the 
electrical commission when you had at 
your disposal the qualifications of a reg- 
istered engineer with an electrical back- 
ground," he said. 


"As a resident and a concerned citizen, 


I feel some type of explanation is due me 
and the people of Wheeling for this deci- 
sion," Jamiolkowski wrote the board, 


"I DO NOT question the electrical 


commissioner's qualifications as a civil 
engineer. However, I do question his 
competence in the field of electrical engi- 
neering. I also feel it is my duty as a 
registered professional engineer of the 
State of Illinois to challenge you (village 
pres. Ted C. Scanlon), the board and the 
commissioner to an open hearing regard- 
ing this electrical appointment," he 
wrote. 


"Since it deals directly with the safety 


and health of our community, I feel an 
engineer is obligated to confine his pro- 
fessional service to the branch and field 
of engineering in which he is qualified. 


"Perhaps you and the board feel since 


the new electrical commissioner's office 
is located in Wheeling he would be more 
readily available. 


"THIS MAY BE true, but since he is a' 


principal in a consulting engineering 
firm located in Wheeling, this would con- 
stitute an obvious conflict of interest. Be- 
cause any building project that left that 
office for construction in Wheeling would 
be approved by the commissioner or one 
of his associates, which I feel, would put 
both the commissioner and the village in 
a precarious position. Especially if any- 
thing did go wrong and if the commis- 
sioner were questioned regarding his 
electrical background it proved to be in- 
adequate for the responsibility of that of- 
fice. 


"In any case if it would be to your 


benefit and the people of Wheeling to 
have a qualified electrical engineer who 
would render an impartial review of 
drawings and specifications of buildings 
being built in the Wheeling araa. Ob- 
viously, there is some reason this deci- 
sion was made, but the reason is not 
apparent to me at this time and it should 
be made a public record," he wrote. 


"I FEEL that you and the board have 


made a drastic mistake and I certainly 
would not like that to be a tragic mistake. 
I realize the hazard and have seen the 
potential of incompetence in the field of 
electrical engineering, I feel it is my 
duty to be relentless in this endeavor as I

Driver Test Station Plans Scrapped

Wheeling Village board "made a drastic 
mistake" in appointing a civil engineer 
to fill a vacancy on the village electrical 
commission. 


The resident, Richard Jamiolkowski of 


151 Laurel Ct., was himself a candidate 
for the vacant post on the electrical com- 
mission. 


In a letter to the village board this 


week Jamiolkowski points out "the quali- 
fications for an electrical engineer are 
certainly not even related to the training 
and background of a civil engineer," 


Jamiolkowski's letter related to the re- 


cent appointment of Robert Neukranz to 
the electrical commission. The letter 
does not refer to Neukranz by name, 
however, but just'calls him "the elec- 
trical commissioner." 


JAMIOLKOWSKI said in the letter the 


trustees gave him a brief interview when 
he applied for the commission vacancy. 
"I am a registered professional engineer 
and I had been employed by Com- 
monwealth Edison Co. as an electrical 
draftsman for two years, served two 
years with the army signal corps as a 
field radio repairman, was employed by 
an electrical contractor for three years, 
spent three years as an electrical design- 
er with Martin Marietta, was employed 
for four years with an architectural engi- 
neering firm, and I am presently em- 
ployed with the IBM Corp. as a senior 
associate field facilities engineer in the 
real estate and construction division," he 


said, as evidence he is currently active 
in the electrical engineering field. 


AFTER CITING his expertise, Jamiol- 


kowski told the board, "I feel that a re- 
sume of our new electrical commission- 
er's background regarding his electrical 
experience also be made available to the 
public ofr their information. 


"Needless to say, when I saw the posi- 


tion had been filled by a civil engineer, I 
was certainly surprised, bewildered and 
disturbed, and I had the utmost astonish- 
ment as to why you and the board would 
select a civil engineer to serve on the 
electrical commission when you had at 
your disposal the qualifications of a reg- 
istered engineer with an electrical back- 
ground," he said. 


"As a resident and a concerned citizen, 


I feel some type of explanation is due me 
and the people of Wheeling for this deci- 
sion," Jamiolkowski wrote the board. 


"I DO NOT question the electrical 


commissioner's qualifications as a civil 
engineer. However, I do question his 
competence in the field of electrical engi- 
neering. I also feel it is my duty as a 
registered professional engineer of the 
State of Illinois to challenge you (village 
pres. Ted C. Seanlon), the board and the 
commissioner to an open hearing regard- 
ing this electrical appointment," he 
wrote. 


"Since it deals directly with the safety 


and health of our community, I feel an 
engineer is obligated to confine his pro- 
fessional service to the branch and field 
of engineering in which he is qualified. 


"Perhaps you and the board feel since 


the new electrical commissioner's office 
is located in Wheeling he would be more 
readily available. 


"THIS MAY BE true, but since he is a 


principal in a consulting engineering 
firm located in Wheeling, this would con- 
stitute an obvious conflict of interest. Be- 
cause any building project that left that 
office for construction in Wheeling would 
be approved by the commissioner or one 
of his associates, which I feel, would put 
both the commissioner and the village in 
a precarious position. Especially if any- 
thing did go wrong and if the commis- 
sioner were questioned regarding his 
electrical background it proved to be in- 
adequate for the responsibility of that of- 
fice. 


"In any case if it would be to your 


benefit and the people of Wheeling to 
have a qualified electrical engineer who 
would render an impartial review of 
drawings and specifications of buildings 
being built in the Wheeling araa. Ob- 
viously, there is some reason this deci- 
sion was made, but the reason is not 
apparent to me at this time and it should 
be made a public record," he wrote. 


"I FEEL that you and the board have 


made a drastic mistake and I certainly 
would not like that to be a tragic mistake. 
I realize the hazard and have seen the 
potential of incompetence in the field of 
electrical engineering, I feel it is my 
duty to be relentless in this endeavor as I 
would expect any civil engineer to ques- 
tion my competency if I were to under- 


take building any bridges, highways or 
waterworks. 


"In any case, I am for your own bene- 


fit questioning your apparent arbitrary 
decision to fill the vacancy," he wrote. 


Jamiolkowski noted he could be wrong 


about the new commissioner being a civil 
engineer. A Herald article based on 
Neukranz's application for the vacancy 
on the commission indicated that he was 
a 
civil engineering consultant who 


worked in "land development engineer- 
ing." 


Jamiolkowski concluded in his letter, 


"If I am wrong and our new electrical 
commissioner has the electrical training 
and experience necessary, I stand cor- 
rected and will give my public apology to 
you, the board and to our new electrical 
commissioner and will keep my peace."

in the t/.S. Marine Corps and he doesn't 
even have a bona fide tattoo to prove it. 


But he has other eharacterisitcs Foo 


instance, when he gets irritated, he 
clenches his muscular fist, jutts his jaw 
and grite his teeth. Also, when he's irri- 
tated, he speaks through his gritted 
teeth, moving only his iips. 


He has a couple ol other things that 


qualify him as a Marine. One is that he 
is proud of it and the other that he has 
been shot at in three wars. 


Merletti, who lives at 266 Edgewood 


Dr.* Wheeling, retired March 1 at a cere- 
mony at Glenview Naval Air Station. 


Merietti's political beliefs are also 


stern. Me believes that the Communists 
are behind the turmoil in the country. 
Mer letti said he came to this opinion 
through lectures he attended while in the 
Marine Corps. 


According to Merletti. the Communists 


are stirring up antagonism between 
blacks and whites and northerners and 
southerners. He said drugs are being 
used to "screw up the male mind." 


Drugs, combined with the shrill music of 
rock bands, destroy rational thinking. 
Merletti said today's revealing fashions 
are also connected with the Communist 
attempt to take over the country. 


MERLETTI ENLISTED in the Marine 


Corps in January, 1942. He was assigned 
as a radio operator at Pearl Harbor and 
operated the same radar set that 13 
months earlier, on Dec. 7, 1941. had de- 
tected the first wave of Japanese bomb- 
ers that struck there. 


Merletti also served as an infantryman 


and lived through the invasions that John 
Wayne protrays on Saturday night tele- 
vision, 


He was in the battle of Midway Island 


and was part of the invasion force at 
Guadalcanal, Bougainville, and the Solo- 
mon Islands. Merletti was part of the 
force preparing to invade Japan when 
the atomic bomb ended the war. 


He won a naval commendation medal, 


presented to him by Eleanor Roosevelt 
for his action during the battle for Gua- 
dalcanal. 


Working as a radar operator, Merletti 


detected a flight of 132 Japanese fighter 
planes and as a result, 97 were shot 
down. 


Merletti proudly points to the decora- 


tion as the highlight of his three-decade 
career. 


But there are other things that he isn't 


so proud of — like how he and other Ma- 
rines mutilated the bodies of Japanese 
soldiers, 


"I nearly went Asiatic," he said shak- 


ing his head and looking at the floor. 


He doesn't talk much about the fight- 


ing and killing, only to say that it was 
"crude." 


THE THING THAT stands out in Mer- 


ietti's mind about the Korean War is the 
weather. He describes cases of frostbite 
where "men's fingers turned as black as 
charcoal and just fell off." 


Merletti had three tours of duty in 


Vietnam, the first in 1961, "when nobody 
knew we were there and it was still 
called Indochina." 


In 1968, Merletti got caught in the 


Communist Tet offensive ("I didn't think 
I'd get out alive").

Board Renewing 
NEC Membership 


Renewal of its membership in the 


N o r t h w e s t Educational Cooperative 
(NEC) 
for the 1972-73 fiscal year has 


been approved by the Palatine-Rolling 
Meadows Dist. 15 Board of Education. 


Membership in the 10-district coopera- 


tive is $1,000 plus a specific amount »for 
each student in the district. Last year 
the cost was 41 cents per student and 
Dist. 15 expended $5,176. It is anticipated 
the cost will be approximately $500 high- 
er this year. 


In recommending renewal of the NEC 


membership, Leland Gibbs, board mem- 
ber and Dist. 15 representative to NEC, 
said the cost of membership was contin- 
gent upon the number of districts who 
renew their membership. If one of the 10 
districts were to drop their membership, 
the cost for the remaining nine districts 
would be higher, he explained. 


"I feel confident all of the other nine 


will join," said Gibbs. The other nine dis- 
tricts are 21, 23, 25, 26, 54, 57, 59, 211 and 
214. 
. 


Gibbs reported to the board that Elk 


Grove Dist. 59 had already voted to par- 
ticipate in NEC. Last year Dist. 59 was 
the one holdout of the 10 districts and did 
not decide to renew its membership until 
two days before the April 1 deadline. 
There was considerable debate on the 
Dist. 59 Board of Education whether the 
cooperative was fulfilling its purpose and 
the district was benefiting from its par- 
ticipation in NEC. 


A LETTER was also sent last year by 


Dist. 59 to other member districts saying 
. that unless substantial changes are made 
in NEC, it would withdraw from the or- 
ganization. 


The membership fee in NEC pays 


largely for operational costs of the coop- - 
erative. Major programs sponsored by 
NEC are voluntary and each district * 
must pay a separate fee to participate. 


Four priority areas have been estab- 


lished by NEC for cooperative action. 
They are legislation action, cooperative, 
purchasing, cooperative insurance and. 
staff development. 


"NEC puts together a forum for dis-' 


cussion 
and resolution 
of problems; 


crossing district lines," said Gibbs. It 
serves to disseminate information, re-' 
search studies, organize seminars, pro-1 


vide in-service training programs for 
teachers, organize special workshops, 
provide diagnostic and remedial work 
with children, provide basic programs 
for children in special education and cir-. 
culate library materials.

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Plans For Driver Testing Center In Area Scrapped

Plans for a Northwest suburban driv- 


er's license testing station north of Pala- 
tine have been scrapped, at least until 
the spring legislative session, because of 
opposition from currency exchanges and 
remitters, the Herald learned yesterday. 


A spokesman for Secretary of State 


John W. Lewis said yesterday "we are 
dropping further action on the station be- 
cause the secretary feels legislation is 
required to proceed." 


Last month, Lewis announced the state 


driver's station would be built between 
Northwest Highway and Dundee Road in 
Palatine Township, and a $5,000 option 


on the 40-acres of land was expected this 
week. 


The resistance from currency ex- 


changes and remitters (persons who take 
orders for license plates and receive a 
fee for delivery) came because they 
would lose money during the license 
plate season, a Lewis aide said. The new 
d r i v e r ' s station would have been 
equipped with an office for distribution of 
automobile and truck licenses with no 
service fee, The nearest office now is in 
Chicago. 


The exchanges and remitters usually 


receive $1 delivery fee along with a 50 
cent notary charge. 


HOWEVER, STATE Rep. Eugene F. 


Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, said 
yesterday he will introduce legislation 
this spring "to authorize and pay for a 
motor vehicle station in the Northwest 
suburbs . .. even if I have to take on the 
currency exchanges." 


Sfh lick man said another search for a 


site will be undertaken if the legislation 
is passed. He did not entirely rule out the 
possibility of the same site being reconsi- 
dered. 


The Arlington Heights representative 


led the support for the driver's station 
here, which was approved by the secre- 
tary of state two years ago. The state 


planned to construct a $4.7 million com- 
plex in Palatine Township, but Schlick- 
man said he was uncertain how much he 
would ask the legislature to approve for 
another facility. 


The bill to be introduced during the 


next session will increase the number of 
testing stations allowed in Cook County 
from three to four. There are presently 
three state driver's license stations in the 
City of Chicago. 


The secretary of state planned to enter 


into an option to buy the land from a 
Palatine man, pending approval of the 
project by the state legislature as a 
fourth county station. 


IT WAS RECENTLY disclosed the fed- 


eral Soil Conservation Service took soil 
tests at the site o£ the proposed facility 
and determined about half the site was 
not suitable for construction. Both Lewis 
and Schlickman said yesterday they 
were aware of the federal soil tests and 
results. 


Schlickman said "that was not a sur- 


prise at all. On the spot inspections 
showed some of the land was not build- 
able." He said the state planned to use 
the portion of the property which was 
deemed undesirable for construction of 
a retention basin and as open space. 


"We needed only 20 acres for the facil- 


ity" Schlickman said, adding the state 
was "getting double the land for the 
same money." The state had agreed to 
pay more than $350,000 for the 40-acre 
parcel. 


A Lewis spokesman said the proposed 


contract called for soil tests after the op- 
tion was signed. "If the soil was bad, 
then the sale wouldn't proceed," he said. 


Pending legislative approval, bids 


were expected on the proposed three-sto- 
ry complex later this year. Schlickman 
said the secretary of state's

Renewal of its membership in the 


N o r t h w e s t Educational Cooperative 
(NEC) for the 1972-73 fiscal year has 
been approved by the Palatine-Rolling 
Meadows Dist. 15 Board of Education. 


Membership in the 10-district coopera- 


tive is $1,000 plus a specific amount for 
each student in the district. Last year 
the cost was 41 cents per student and 
Dist. 15 expended $5,176. It is anticipated 
the cost will be approximately $500 high- 
er this year. 


In recommending renewal of the NEC 


membership, Leland Gibbs, board mem- 
ber and Dist. 15 representative to NEC, 
said the cost of membership was contin- 
gent upon the number of districts who 
renew their membership. If one of the 10 
districts were to drop their membership, 
the cost for the remaining nine districts 
would be higher, he explained. 


"I feel confident all of the other nine 


will join," said Gibbs. The other nine dis- 
tricts are 21, 23, 25, 26, 54, 57, 59, 211 and 
214. 


Gibbs reported to the board that Elk 


Grove Dist. 59 had already voted to par- 
ticipate in NEC. Last year Dist. 59 was 
the one holdout of the 10 districts and did 
not decide to renew its membership until 
two days before the April 1 deadline. 
There was considerable debate on the 
Dist. 59 Board of Education whether the 
cooperative was fulfilling its purpose and 
the district was benefiting from its par- 
ticipation in NEC. 


A LETTER was also sent last year by 


Dist. 59 to other member districts saying 
that unless substantial changes are made 
in NEC, it would withdraw from the or- 
ganization.

Like Travel? Marine Tells His Story 


Sgt. Maj. Jack Merietti spent 30 years 


in the U.S. Marine Corps and he doesn't 
even have a bona fide tattoo to prove it. 


But he has other characteristics Foo 


instance, when he gets irritated, he 
clenches his muscular fist, jutts his jaw 
and grits his teeth. Also, when he's irri- 
tated, he speaks through his gritted 
teeth, moving only his lips. 


He has a couple of other things that 


qualify him as a Marine. One Is that he 
is proud of it and the other that he has 
been shot at in three wars. 


Merietti, who lives at 266 Edgewood 


Dr., Wheeling, retired March 1 at a cere- 
mony at Glenvlew Naval Air Station. 


Merletti's political beliefs are also 


stern. He believes that the Communists 
are behind the turmoil in the country. 
Mer lettl said he came to this opinion 
through lectures he attended while in the 
Marine Corps. 


According to Mcrlettl, the Communists 


are stirring up antagonism between 
blacks and whites and northerners and 
southerners. He said drugs are being 
used to "screw up the male mind." 


Drugs, combined with the shrill music of 
rock bands, destroy rational thinking. 
Merietti said today's revealing fashions 
are also connected with the Communist 
attempt to take over the country. 


MEHLETTI ENLISTED in the Marine 


Corps in January, 1942. He was assigned 
as a radio operator at Pearl Harbor and 
operated the same radar set that 13 
months earlier, on Dec. 7, 1941, had de- 
tected the first wave of Japanese bomb- 
ers that struck there. 


Merietti also served as an infantryman 


and lived through the invasions that John 
Wayne protrays on Saturday night tele- 
vision. 


He was in the battle of Midway Island 


and was part of the invasion force at 
Guadalcanal, Bougainville, and the Solo- 
mon Islands. Merietti was part of the 
force preparing to invade Japan when 
the atomic bomb ended the war. 


He won a naval commendation medal, 


presented to him by Eleanor Roosevelt 
for his action during the battle for Gua- 
dalcanal. 


Working as a radar operator, Merietti 


detected a flight of 132 Japanese fighter 
planes and as a result, 97 were shot 
down. 


Merietti proudly points to the decora- 


tion as the highlight of his three-decade 
career. 


But there are other things that he isn't 


so proud of — like how he and other Ma- 
rines mutilated the bodies of Japanese 
soldiers. 


"I nearly went Asiatic," he said shak- 


ing his head and looking at the floor. 


He doesn't talk much about the fight- 


ing and killing, only to say that it was 
"crude." 


THE THING THAT stands out in Mer- 


letti's mind about the Korean War is the 
weather. He describes cases of frostbite 
where "men's fingers turned as black as 
charcoal and just fell off." 


Merietti had three tours of duty in 


Vietnam, the first in 1961, "when nobody 
knew we were there and it was still 
called Indochina." 


In 1968, Merietti got caught in the 


Communist Tet offensive ("I didn't think 
I'd get out alive").

largely for operational costs of the coop- •• 
erative. Major programs sponsored by . 
NEC are VQluntary and each district 
must pay a separate fee to participate. 
." 


Four priority areas have been estab- 


lished by NEC for cooperative action. 
They are legislation action, cooperative 
purchasing, cooperative insurance and 
staff development. 


"NEC puts together a forum for dis- 


cussion and resolution of problems 
crossing district lines," said Gibbs. It 
serves to disseminate information, re- 
search studies, organize seminars, pro- 
vide in-service training programs for 
teachers, organize special workshops, 
provide diagnostic and remedial work 
with children, provide basic programs 
for children in special education and cir- 
culate library materials.

The new 
d r i v e r ' s station would have been 
equipped with an office for distribution of 
automobile and truck licenses with no 
service fee. The nearest office now is in 
Chicago. 


The exchanges and remitters usually 


receive $1 delivery fee along with a 50 
cent notary charge.

As chairman of the village's finance 


committee, Furst has set dates for budg- 
et review hearings. The first will be held 
Wednesday, with others on March 20, 23, 
27,29 and April 10.

safety committee, one of the first things 
that will have to be discussed at the 
budget hearings will be his committee's 
recommendation that the village supply 
funding for the Community Action Plan. 
The committee's recommendation is that 
the village give $20,515 to the program 
which runs the ICE House, a counseling 
center, and the Pump House Hotline, a 
telephone crisis intervention center. 


In his message to the board, Eppley 


also said a large part of the increase in 
the budget was, due to giving a 5.5 per 
cent wage increase to all village employ- 
es. 


The village board will use the budget 


hearings to amend and change Eppley's 
budget. There were no funds for the CAP 
program included in his budget.

by the weather, a semi-trailer truck be- 
came stalled on the Chicago and North 
Western Rwy. tracks on Rte. 83 at North- 
west Highway in Mount Prospect. 


Seconds after the truck was moved by

Jayne Murder Suspect 
To Get Separate Trial 


At least one of the four men charged 


with the Oct. 28, 1970 murder of In- 
verness horseman George Jayne will be 
tried separately in Cook County Criminal 
Court. 


Judge Richard Fitzgerald last week 


granted a motion for severance from de- 
fense attorneys to allow Edwin Nefeld, a 
former Markham policeman from Chi- 
cago Heights, to be tried individually. 


According to Assistant State's Atty. 


Nicholas Motherway, the separate trial 
wilt occur because "Nefeld has made 
various statements implicating the oth- 
ers" during the course of investigation of 
the murder. 


Defense attorneys for the four men 


said these implications would have ad- 
verse effects on the trial of the other de- 
fendants if all were tried together. 


A similar motion for severance asked 


by the defense for Julius Barnes, a Chi- 
cago laborer who allegedly was the trig- 
german for the murder, was delayed un- 
til Tuesday. Barnes' attorney was out of 
town last week. 


A separate trial Is being asked for 


Barnes by defense attorneys because he 
has matfe a confession to police con- 
cerning his involvement in the murder 
i m p l i c a t i n g the others, including 
George's brother, Silas Jayne, and Jo- 
seph LaPlaea, both of Elgin. 


ALL FOUR MEN have been held with- 


out boud in Cook County Jail since their 
arrest May 22. All are faced with two- 


count indictments of murder and con- 
spiracy to commit murder. 


Motherway said separate trials for in- 


dividuals charged with the same offense 
are not uncommon situations. However, 
such separate trials substantially in- 
crease the court costs in the jurisdiction 
of the case. 


Motherway estimated court costs for 


jury trials may be as high as $1,000 a 
day, 


In last week's hearing, Fitzgerald also 


called upon defense attorneys and the 
state to reach a common date as soon as 
possible for when they will be prepared 
to take the case to trial. 


Several of the defense attorneys said 


they are or will be involved in other 
cases that would take up their time. 
However, Fitzgerald urged that a date be 
set soon. Motherway said the state would 
be ready to go to trial immediately. 


Fitzgerald also deferred action on a 


motion made by the defense which chal- 
lenged the constitutionality of a U.S. Su- 
preme Court ruling last year requiring 
the defense to turn over all testimony, 
reports and information they have on the 
case to the state prior to the actual trial. 


The state spent several months ac- 


cumulating the information it had and 
has turned it over to the defense. How- 
ever, the defense will not do the same 
until Judge Fitzgerald rules on their mo- 
tion.

Plans For Driver Testing Center In Area Scrapped 


by DOl/G RAY 


Plans for a Northwest suburban driv- 


er's license testing station north of Pala- 
tine have been scrapped, at least until 
the spring legislative session, because of 
opposition from currency exchanges and 
remitters, the Herald learned yesterday, 


A spokesman for Secretary of State 


John W. Lewis said yesterday "we are 
dropping further action on the station be- 
cause the secretary feels legislation is 
required to proceed." 


Last month, Lewis announced the state 


driver's station would be built between 
Northwest Highway and Dundee Road in 
Palatine Township, and a $5,000 option 


on the 40-acres of land was expected this 
week. 


The resistance from currency ex- 


changes and remitters (persons who take 
orders for license plates and receive a 
fee for delivery) came because they 
would lose money during the license 
plate season, a Lewis aide said. The new 
d r i v e r ' s station would have been 
equipped with an office for distribution of 
automobile and truck licenses with no 
service fee. The nearest office now is in 
Chicago. 


The exchanges and remitters usually 


receive $1 delivery fee along with a 50 
cent notary charge. 


HOWEVER, STATE Rep. Eugene F. 


Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, said 
yesterday he will introduce legislation 
this spring "to authorize and pay for a 
motor vehicle station in the Northwest 
suburbs . . . even if I have to take on the 
currency exchanges." 


Schlickman said another search for a 


site will be undertaken if the legislation 
is passed. He did not entirely rule out the 
possibility of the same site being reconsi- 
dered. 


The Arlington Heights representative 


led the support for the driver's station 
here, which was approved by the secre- 
tary of state two years ago. The state 


planned to construct a $4.7 million com- 
plex in Palatine Township, but Schlick- 
man said he was uncertain how much he 
would ask the legislature to approve for 
another facility. 


The bill to be introduced during the 


next session will increase the number of 
testing stations allowed in Cook County 
from three to four. There are presently 
three state driver's license stations in the 
City of Chicago. 


The secretary of state planned to enter 


into an option to buy the land from a 
Palatine man, pending approval of the 
project by the state legislature as a 
fourth county station. 


IT WAS RECENTLY disclosed the fed- 


eral Soil Conservation Service took soil 
tests at the site of the proposed facility 
and determined about half the site was 
not suitable for construction. Both Lewis 
and Schlickman said yesterday they 
were aware of the federal soil tests and 
results. 


Schlickman said "that was not a sur- 


prise at all. On the spot inspections 
showed some of the land was not build- 
able." He said the state planned to use 
the portion of the property which was 
deemed undesirable for construction of 
a retention basin and as open space. 


"We needed only 20 acres for the facil- 


ity" Schlickman said, adding the state 
was "getting double the land for the 
same money." The state had agreed to 
pay more than $350,000 for the 40-acre 
parcel. 


A Lewis spokesman said the proposed 


contract called for soil tests after the op-' 
tion was signed. "If the soil was bad, 
then the sale wouldn't proceed," he said.

ry complex later this year. ScMickman 
said the secretary of state's office 
searched for two months before deciding 
on the Palatine Township location for the 
driver's license headquarters.

Board To Get Report On Housing 


The low and moderate-income housing 


committee report will go to the village 
board Monday night but chances for any 
immediate action by the trustees appear 
slight after last night's committee meet- 
ing. 


The seven-member study committee, 


which has spent the past 18 months look- 
ing into low and moderate-income hous- 
ing needs in Arlington Heights, voted to 
send the report to the village board with 
the suggestion that the trustees refer it 
to the plan commission for review. 


The report, which includes a minority 


report by committee member Dave Pat- 
terson, was the subject of a joint meeting 
of the village board and the plan com- 
mission last night. 


The study committee, which included 


Plan Commissioners William Hannum, 
John Langhenry, James McGrath and 
Dave Patterson; and Trustees Alice 
Harms, Frank Palmatier and Dwight 
Walton, agreed to amend its recommen- 
dations so as to require that a proposed 
housing commission report through the 
Plan Commission to the village board. 


Plan Commission Chairman 0. V. An- 


derson urged the committee to send the 
report directly to the plan commission 
but several committee members said 
they thought it should go directly to the 
village board. 


IN AGREEING to send the 68-page 


document to the trustees, with'the sug- 
gestion that they refer it to the plan com- 
mission, the study committee appeared 
to hit upon a compromise solution to the 
protocol question. 


The low and moderate-income housing 


committee grew out of a joint meeting of 
the plan commission and village board 


held Sept. 28,1970. 


The majority report calls on the village 


board to adopt a resolution which, among 
other points, would establish a local 
housing commission which, in turn, 
would encourage the development of 50 
units of low-income and 150 to 250 units 
of moderate-income housing in Arlington 
Heights. 


Patterson's minority report also calls 


for the formation of a housing commis- 
sion but recommends development of 
only 15 to 25 units of moderate-income 
housing.

and grits his teeth. Also, when he's irri- 
tated, he speaks through his gritted 
teeth, moving only his lips.

qualify him as a Marine. One is that he 
is proud of it and the other that he has 
been shot at in three wars. 


Mertetti, who lives at 286 Edgewood 


Dr., Wheeling, retired March 1 at a cere- 
mony at Glenview Naval Air Station. 


Merletti's political beliefs are also 


stera. He believes that the Communists 
are behind the turmoil in the country.

career.

so proud of — like how he and other Ma- 
rines mutilated the bodies of Japanese 
soldiers. 


"I nearly went Asiatic," he said shak- 


ing his head and looking at the floor. 


He doesn't talk much about the fight- 


ing and killing, only to say that it was 
"crude." 


THE THING THAT stands out in Mer- 


letti's mind about the Korean War is the 
weather. He describes cases of frostbite 
where "men's fingers turned as black as 
charcoal and just fell off." 


Merletti had three tours of duty in 


Vietnam, the first in 1961, "when nobody 
knew we were there and it was still 
called Indochina." 


In 1968, Merletti got caught in the 


Communist Tet offensive ("I didn't think 
I'd get out alive").

More than six inches of snow fell yes- 


terday in Des Plaines, drifting and tying 
up rush hour traffic. Police blamed at 
least 25 traffic accidents yesterday on 
the blizzard conditions. 


City public works department plows 


were on the streets all day and were ex- 
pected to work through the night in an 
effort to clear the throughfares in time 
for this morning's rush hour traffic. 


Public Works Commissioner Joseph 


Schwab said the city's 14 truck plows 
would have the main arteries through the 
city cleared for the evening rush hour. 


A spokesman at the county high way 


department garage in Des Plaines said 
its 11 trucks in the Des Plaines area 
would work until the snow stopped with 
another crew coming on duty at 3:30 
a.m. to clear the secondary roads in time 
for the morning rush hour. 


The Des Plaines City Council called off 


a scheduled public hearing on the pro- 
posed 1972 budget last night due to the 
snow. It will be held at 7:30 p.m. Friday. 


Students in Maine Township Dist. 207's 


four high schools were dismissed at the 
usual time. However, after-school activi- 
ties were canceled. According to a Dist. 
207 official, a decision will be made early 
this morning abuut whether to cancel 
classes. He added that Monday night's

Robert Reinke, assistant superintend- 


ent of Des Plaines Elementary School 
Dist. 62, said students were dismissed at 
their usual time but that "the adminis- 
trators were sent home a little early." 
Reinke added that the district will an- 
nounce in the morning whether classes 
will be held.

Dvorak said Waycinden has not been 


annexed by the city in the past because a 
community of its size must voluntarily 
seek annexation through a referendum. 


Waycinden is located east of Mount 


Prospect Road, north of Thacker Street, 
south of Algonquin Road and several 
blocks east of Elmhurst Road. 


The city has also shown reluctance to 


purchase the water distribution system 
in Waycinden. Citizens Waycinden Co., 
private utility company that operates the 
water system, has in the past asked 
more than $1 million for its purchase, 
Dvorak said. 


Abrams said powers granted by the 


new Illinois Constitution may provide 
easier means of financing purchase of 
the utility company. He said the financial 
benefits of an annexation in the form of 
state per capita rebates and additional 
city taxes, would offset the higher ser- 
vice costs to the city. 


CITY COMPTROLLER Duane Blietz 


said that the higher taxes Waycinden 
residents would have to pay if the com- 
munity were annexed might be balanced 
by lower home insurance costs. 


If purchase of the utility company 


should be the main stumbling block, 
Abrams said, the problem could be re- 
moved by allowing the Waycinden com- 
munity to pay for the purchase. 


Instead of having to impose a higher 


real estate tax on all city property own- 
ers to raise funds for an improvement in 
one area, the city, under its new home 
rule powers, could be able to raise the 
money from that part of the city only. 


It would be "most desirable" for the 


city to provide water service in Waycin- 


den as it does in other areas, Abrams 
said. 


Walter Larson, Citizens manager, said 


if Waycinden is annexed, the utility com- 
pany could just continue to provide ser- 
vice as it has, billing residents according 
to how much water they used. 


CITIZENS NOW operates 12 water util- 


ity systems in Chicago suburbs, Larson 
said, and its rates are regulated by the 
Illinois Commerce Commission. 


Blietz said tax revenues are not used 


to operate for the city's water system. 
Most funds come from direct billing to 
property owners for use of water, he 
said. Thus Waycinden residents would 
not be taxed to pay for the city water 
system, if the subdivision continued to 
pay for the Citizens system, he said. 


Abrams also pointed out that the city 


would receive more motor fuel taxes if 
its population went up by 2,000 the ap- 
p r o x i m a t e population of Waycinden 
Park. The city receives about $10 per 
person in state fuel tax funds, according 
to Blietz. The more than $20,000 extra 
could be used to help maintain streets 
and other sewers in Waycinden. 


About 10 per cent of real estate taxes 


collected in the Elk Grove Township sec- 
tion of Des Plaines goes to the city gov- 
ernment, Blietz said. Abrams estimated 
that residents of Waycinden now pay less 
than 2 per cent of their tax monies to 
provide for the fire and other services. 


BLIETZ SAID HOME insurance rates 


would probably decrease if the area were 
annexed. The fire insurance rates are 
probably higher now in Waycinden. He 
feels that the lowered rate may very well 
balance the higher tax rates residents 
would have to pay. 


The community would benefit from 


more police protection, building and zon- 
ing regulation, he said.

RICARDO FERRAZ of Sao Paulo, 


Brazil, and Marcos Justus of Maringa, 
Brazil, have spent the past two months 
— part of their summer vacations from 
their Brazilian 
schools 
— attending 


Maine West and becoming acquainted 
with the American way of life. 


Ricardo has been living with Mrs. Pat- 


terson and her husband Craig at 284 
Cumberland Pkwy. Marcos has been 
with the Donald Gershon family at 2129 
Ash St. 


Two Brazilian girls from Sao Paulo 


also came to Des Plaines as part of the 
AYE program this year but have already 
returned home. They were Rosemary 
Cabral, who stayed with the Paul Van 
De Marks at 601 S. Mount Prospect Rd., 
and Heloisa Correa de Lava, who stayed 
with the Herman Hertenstein family at 
1769 Campbell Ave. 


According to Mrs. Patterson, AYE was 


founded in Florida to improve Latin and 
South American relations with the United 
States (after Fidel Castro's government 


took ovr Cuba). Although its headquar- 
ters is still in Florida, AYE has ex- 
panded to more than 20 states. 


The Pattersons, who lived in Florida 


before moving to Des Plaines last year, 
hosted an AYE girl from Brazil and a 
boy from Bolivia in that southern state 
before founding an AYE chapter in the 
Northwest suburbs and hosting Ricardo. 
Their daughter Susie, now a junior at 
Maine West, spent a summer as an AYE 
student in Chile. 


MRS. PATTERSON sees many differ- 


ences, good and bad, between AYE and 
the American Field Service (AFS) for- 
eign exchange program. 


AFS students come from all over the 


world to spend a full school year and 
summer vacation in the United States. 
AYE students come from only Argentina, 
Brazil, Chile, Bolivia, Colombia or Peru 
to spend two months of their three-month 
summer vacations in this country. Sum- 
mer in South America falls during winter 
in North America. 


AYE and AFS both screen students 


and families ahead of time, but their cri- 
teria for selection are different, Mrs. 
Patterson said. 


"AYE is not as selective about grades 


. . . students don't necessarily have to be 


straight A workers to participate. It's a 
shorter program and the students don't 
receive credit anyway for the courses 
they take in American schools. More im- 
portant than good grades for AYE is the 
maturity to be able to adjust to a differ- 
ent situation," she explained. 


A high school must raise about $2,000 


to send an American student abroad in 
the AFS program or to host a foreign 
student. 


"THE AYE PROGRAM avoids this ex- 


pense by having the parents of the stu- 
dent pay his traveling expenses and the 
host parents pay his living expenses. 


Since it only lasts two months, these ex- 
penses are not too high," Mrs. Patterson 
said. 


AFS students are required to speak 


English — AYE students are not. "Be- 
cause AYE students are free from the 
pressure of having to perfect their Eng- 
lish and earn good grades so that they 
can keep up with the schools they come 
from, they have more time to browse 
around the schools and talk to the 
classes. I think this is where they can 
really contribute," she added.

He added, "Here the only things to do 


at night are watch T.V. or do puzzles or 
visit people. At home we have cheap 
movies and clubs. I belong to four clubs. 
They are for social activities, sports and 
horseback riding." 


TEACHERS IN BRAZILIAN schools do 


not take attendance, according to Ric- 
ardo and Marcos. "We've had open 
campus for years, We can smoke in 
school and cut classes whenever we 
want," Ricardo said. 


"We study harder there, though," Mar- 


cos added. "Here the kids take five or 
six subjects. At home we take 12 at a 
time. We spend less time in school but 
we have lots more homework." 


Marcos, whose father is a protcstant 


priest, said American youths are not 
much different from Brazilian youths. 


"We like rock groups, too, but we only 


have about three in Brazil. There are 
drugs in Brazil, but they are much hard- 
er to gel and the policemen are much 
stricter about looking for them. The girls 
are just starting to think about women's 
lib. They're waiting later to get mar- 
ried," Marcos explained. 


"IT'S GETTING HARDER and harder 


to find maids," Ricardo added. 


The two said they were surprised that 


"so many people are against the govern- 
ment" in the United States. 


Marcos, whose grandfather is a Brazil- 


ian congressman, said that his people 
think their government is good and see 
no reason to protest. 


"Here the kids wear the American flag 


sewed to their jeans. In Brazil a person 
who desecrates the flag goes to jail," he 
added. 


The two said the United States was 


much like they expected it to be. "The 
newspapers, televisions and radios carry 
much news about this country. We kind 
of knew what it would be like," Ricardo 
said. 


He added that President Nixon's re- 


cent trip to China pre-empted Brazilian 
as well as American TV shows. "I don't 
think the people in Brazil care about get- 
ling the pandas, though," he joked.

50 per cent; and commercial at 62% per 
cent. 


Booth's latest attack on the assessor's 


office included I he charge that Arlington 
Park Race Track in Arlington Heights is 
being assessed at only 3.7 per cent of the 
fair market value, which he said is 
$39,094,000. 


Booth said the assessment on the track 


complex is $1,477,687. If it were assessed 
at 50 per cent Booth said the fair assess- 
ment would be $18,547,000. 


Among other assessments Booth noted 


as being unfair was the one for the Rand- 
hurst shopping center, which he said is 
assessed at 8.25 per cent of its market 
value of $18,234,400. Under the CAP plan 
the Mount Prospect shopping 
center 


would be assessed at 6'/2 per cent or 
$11,400,000.

Tuesday approved more funds for equip- 
ment for an addition to River Trails Ju- 
nior High School, bringing total cost of 
the project within $5,000 of the voter-ap- 
proved $525,000. 


The board voted to add band and art 


storage cabinets, $7,500 of movable 
equipment, 112 additional lockers and 
wiring for future installation of air condi- 
tioning in the new music area of the ad- 
dition. The remaining $5,000 will be kept 
in a contingency fund for items that 
might be needed, according to Assistant 
Supt. James Retzlaff. 


The cost of the new items will be 


added to $512,000 in contracts already 
awarded for general construction, plumb- 
ing, heating, electrical and architect 
fees. Architects for the addition, Unteed 
& Associates, are being paid $29,000 for 
their services. 


DIST. 26 OFFICIALS hope to break 


ground soon to to have the addition 
ready in September. According to plans, 
the addition will be built in two sections 
to the south and west of the existing 
building at 1000 Wolf Rd. 


Plans include 20,000 square feet of new 


space, including rooms for vocal music, 
home arts, industrial arts, art, and typ- 
ing. A social studies area, which will be 
air-conditioned, 
will be attached by 


courtyard to the academic section of the 
building. 


In other action, the board decided to 


keep operating its own buses instead of 
leasing them from a bus company.

My 
sister is convinced diapers washed at 
home can't help but be cleaner. Also, am 
unndering how often the baby has to be 
Changed? 


—How and How Often 


Only if you have a washer and dryer at 


home should you even consider doing 
diapers at home. Even this isn't as good 
as the commercial service if you have no 
One to help you. Don't worry — they are 
completely sanitary. Throwaways are 
fine as an added convenience. There's no 
doubt that they do keep the baby drier, 
but disposal is something to be consid- 
ered. Apparently, they're just the thing 
for traveling or as extras. As for chang- 
ing, you soon learn when the baby needs 
it. It should be done as soon as possible 
when the diaper is "soiled" and when- 
ever the baby is very wet — as after 
several hours of sleep. You'll be sur- 
prised how all of this falls into place 
once you get into the routine. 


TIP TO BRIDRS: If you've scorched 


some vegetables — but not too badly — 
put the pan in another pan, filled with 
cold water.

Consider taking a foreign student into 


your home under the International Fami- 
ly Companion program of the American 
Institute for Foreign Study (AIFS). 


AIFS is an organization which provides 


international study and work programs 
for thousands of American and foreign 
students each year. It sponsors a camp 
counselor program and the companion 
program to allow students to experience 
a summer in America. 


In return for air fare, orientation, in- 


surance, pocket money, etc., the student 
serves as a "mother's helper" for nine 
weeks in carefully selected homes. They 
are not, AIFS stresses, considered or 
treated as a domestic employe but rather 
as a member of the family. 


Students have to be between 18 and 24 


years of age, bona fide students or young 
teachers and be fluent in English. They 
are interviewed before being selected 
and given an orientation program before 
they go to the city where the are to live. 


Families also are carefully chosen. It 


is preferable that there be one family 


member near the age of the student com- 
panion, but if not, the family must see 
that their visitor has opportunity to meet 
his or her counterparts in the commu- 
nity. AIFS personally investigates to be 
sure this requirement is met. The mother 
may not be employed outside the home 
during the placement period. Each vis- 
itor must have time off during her stay 
to travel and see the United States. 


The host family provides board and 


room, preferably a separate room. The 
student has assigned duties comparable 
to those of other family members not to 
exceed 10 hours a week. The family pro- 
vides $100 pocket money. 


This program, which has the approval 


of the U. S. State Department, is a test 
one, so there may be State Department 
visits as well as visits by AIFS person- 
nel.

If she does, she usually can talk him out 
of trouble. On occasion she has ordered 
him out. In a very few instances, the 
Schleicherts have called the police to 
stop a fight. "Their cooperation and qui- 
et control were the finest," said Roger. 


Obviously he is happy to have his wife 


working beside him. "When a woman is 
at the bar, people are more controlled," 
he said. "Men watch their language and 
are more careful with their stories.'' 


June believes the quality most needed 


to be a good woman bartender is pa- 
tience. Her husband added that it's im- 
portant for her to know how to be friend- 
ly without inviting any unwelcome over- 
tures. 


"She must know just the right way to

Scrap Driver Test Station Plans

Plans for a Northwest suburban driv- 


er's license testing station north of Pala- 
tine have been scrapped, at least until 
the spring legislative session, because of 
opposition from currency exchanges and 
remitters, the Herald learned yesterday. 


A spokesman for Secretary of State 


John W. Lewis said yesterday "we are 
dropping further action on the station be- 
cause the secretary feels legislation is 
required to proceed." 


Last month, Lewis announced the state 


driver's station would be built between 
Northwest Highway and Dundee Road in 
Palatine Township, and a $5,000 option 
on the 40-acres of land was expected this 
week. 


The resistance from currency ex- 


changes and remitters (persons who take 
orders for license plates and receive a 


fee for delivery) came because they 
would lose money during the license 
plate season, a Lewis aide said. The new 
d r i v e r ' s station would have been 
equipped with an office for distribution of 
automobile and truck licenses with no 
service fee. The nearest office now is in 
Chicago. 


The exchanges and remitters usually 


receive $1 delivery fee along with a 50 
cent notary charge. 


HOWEVER, STATE Rep. Eugene P. 


Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, said 
yesterday he will introduce legislation 
this spring "to authorize and pay for a 
motor vehicle station in the Northwest 
suburbs . . . even if I have to take on the 
currency exchanges." 


Schlickman said another search for a 


site will be .undertaken if the legislation 
is passed. He did not entirely rule out the

possibility of the same site being reconsi- 
dered. 


The Arlington Heights representative 


led the support for the driver's station 
here, which was approved by the secre- 
tary of state two years ago. The state 
planned to construct a $4.7 million com- 
plex in Palatine Township, but Schlick- 
man said he was uncertain how much he 
would ask the legislature to approve for 
another facility. 


The bill to be introduced during the 


next session will increase the number of 
testing stations allowed in Cook County 
from three to four. There are presently 
three state driver's license stations in the 
City of Chicago. 


The secretary of state planned to enter 


into an option to buy the land from a 
Palatine man, pending approval of the 
project by the state legislature as a 
fourth county station. 


IT WAS RECENTLY disclosed the fed- 


eral Soil Conservation Service took soil 
tests at the site of the proposed facility 
and determined about half the site was 
not suitable for construction. Both Lewis

Teaches Team To Scalp, Roll Opponent 
Madcap Mentor Of Marvelous Monkeyshines 


IF YOU SAW four people running 


around, making loud noises and waving 
their arms in public, you'd probably call 
for the straight jackets. Better yet, have 
the men in white coats bring nets. 


Many people have witnessed such no- 


ings on and never once demanded that 
these people be locked up. however, In- 
stead, the crowds cheered them on. 


What might have looked like a little 


mob of maniacs was really four of the 
five starters of the St. Paul High School 
basketball team. And there was wisdom 
hi their wildness — a special in bounds 
play called the "Apache" play. 


"We circle the foul line circle yelling 


and screaming real loud and then break 
for the basket." explains the young man 
responsible for this nindcnp move — Jeff 
Carling. the Vikings' head coach. 


"The first time we used the 'Apache1 


we got called for five seconds. Our kids 
couldn't run in a circle 'cause the other 
kids were in their way. We almost ran 
them over and we never got the ball in 
bounds." 


St. Paul used it another time and 


scored a layup because the opposition 
"just looked bewildered. Our objective is 
to have them stand stilt and watch us 
break someone loose. It was really 
neat." 


Highland, a town of only 6,200, is lo- 


cated about 30 miles east of St. Louis. 
One of its only claims to fame prior to 
this was being situated near Interstate 
Highway 70. That all changed when this 
25-year-old, loaded with innovative ideas, 
became head coach last year. 


Curling took over at ti school that hnd 


never won a regional ami did just that. 
He also guided his small team (6-Hi is 
the tallest) to a ID-game winning streak 
that ended last week in a Class A sec- 
tional game with Brooklyn-Lovejoy. The 
Vikings, holders of a proud 25-3 record, 
probably enjoyed their season more (linn 
most teams In Ihe state. Why? Because 
they had some fun along the way. 


Carling has been criticized for using 


trick plays, especially his out-of-bounds 
maneuvers, but never to his face. Here's 
how he answers his critics: 


"On all our out-of-bounds plays we put 


our hands high and yell something. It's 
just a distraction thing. It's by no means 
meant to ridicule or be a detriment to 
the game." 


The "Apache" isn't the only play in 


Carling's bag of basketball tricks. Anoth- 


er is the "Monkey"'— the most popular 
and most successful of them all. 


When one player takes the ball out, he 


yells "Monkey" and the rest of the team 
somersaults toward the basket. The Vik- 
ings used it 11 times this season and 
scored eight baskets. Twice it helped 
lead to a surge during close games. It 
must have been quite a scene — four 
players doing forward rolls while the five 
opponents stood flatfooted with their 
mouths gaping. St. Elmo was one such 
victim. 


"We ran the 'Monkey' play, scored a 


layup and the crowd went crazy," recalls 
Carling. "Their coach ran on the floor to 
lodge a protest, but he didn't have any- 
thing to protest and went back and sat 
down. We scored six or seven straight 
points after that, The kids got loose and 
the crowd really opened up and enjoyed 
it." 


As "Carling's Darlings" 
kept per- 


forming and winning, the attendance at 
home games soared. Despite the team's 
20-7 record last season, the crowds never 
filled the gym more than three-quarters. 
What with the monkeyshines this past 
year, the 600-seat gym has been a sellout 
each game. 


"That means your belt buckles and 


belly buttons are touching in there," says 
Carling. 


These S.R.O. games were real happen-

scheme — the "Gotcha" play. I/sing all- 
slate nominee Mark Bellcm. a 5-10 guard 
who averaged 28 points a game, the Vik- 
ings worked it this way, as Carling ex- 
plains: 


"We stand a man underneath the bas- 


ket and he goes, 'No. 4! Hey, Bellem! 
You're supposed to take this out.' Bellem 
walks up casually and says, 'You're 
right.' The guy hands him the ball, but 
Bellem's in bounds the whole time and 
he tries to lay it up. 


"We tried it a couple of times — once 


we got it rammed down our throats and 
once we made it." 


When the Vikings aren't frustrating the 


opposition offensively, they're doing it 
defensively. 


Asked if St. Paul used any of these Ill- 


bounds plays during the regional, Carling 
replied, "No. But we ran a four-man de- 
fense in the regional that shook a lot of 


people up! 


"It consists of this — we play a 1-3 


defense if we are playing a ball club that 
doesn't have good outside shooting. We 
just shut off the middle and everything 
in the key and give them the 20-foot shot. 


"If we steal a pass, we have a basket, 


right? If we get a clean rebound, we 
throw it and we get a basket, right? 


"We just don't have this other man 


staying under the basket. He'll, on occa- 
sions, just stand at midcourt, behind the 
other team. When you see someone be- 
hind you and you're trying to set up your 
offense, you keep looking behind 'cause 
he may be sneaking up on you. It was 
fairly effective. 


"We stole several balls and made easy 


baskets. A couple of times the team fell 
right into our hands — they would bring 
a man back to stay with this guy. They'd 
worked all week, all season on running 
their offense consisting of five ball play- 
ers. Now, all of a sudden, they've got to 
run their offense with four, and they're 
not used to this. 


"People think I'm crazy for thinking 


four men can play as good as five, but 
when you have one player as weak as we 
do on defense ..." 


The speedy Vikings sent their fans 


away happy most of the time with an 
offense that went over the hundred mark 
nine times while averaging 89.5. 
The 


little fellows allowed only 68.3 points de- 
fensively. 


All but Bellem return next year from a 


quintet that lost to the one team which is 
still alive in post-season play — Mascou- 
tah in Class AA. Right now Carling's 
kids are preparing for next year's state 
.finals. 


Between now and the start of next sea- 


son Carling and his boys will meet for 
"Brainstorm Time" — sessions where 
they decide which new plays will work. 


"We might try to develop next year a 


new press and some new offenses that 
we'd like," says this all-time coaching 
character, "something with a little more 
variety. Maybe have a kid sit in the 
middle of the floor and pass the ball 
around. We don't know. 


"Don't get me wrong — I'm not a 


clown. We're going to stick to learning 
good, fundamental defense, working on 
our fastbreak and working hard on what 
the game's all about."

It's a race against time as the harried 


corporation man, newly promoted and 
packed off to the regional sales office in 
the Chie.igo area, strides into the offices 
of Lieberman Realty. Inc. 


He's been referred 
to Stan Lieber- 


man's firm by a corporation broker in 
his home state, escaping the troublesome 
process of scouting for Someone-in-the 
know on4he<Prestigious-!Sforthwest Sub- 
urban-Homes. 


Stan greets this migrant worker and 


busies himself in the important task of 
Qualifying the Buyer, How much can he 
pay for a prestigious home, and in what 
kind of neighborhood does he envision 
this dream house? 


The migrant's mission: Find a house in 


a hurry, one befitting his new position, 
and one he can afford, and most im- 
portantly, one his wife will like. 


Stan has gone through this emotional, 


hurry-up process before with a variety of 
Good Prospects On The Move traipsing 
through his office. 


As many other real estate brokers in 


the Northwest Suburbs, Stan counts over 
half his sates to transferees, the majority 
from out of state. He knows he can bene- 
fit from sharing in the multiple listing 
services with his competitors and says 
"there's enough business here for every- 
one to go around." 


Bt'T THAT'S WHERE the similarity 


ends. 


He takes the man in a hurry on an 


armchair tour of Buffalo Grove and se- 
lection of those fabled prestigious homes, 
using an instant replay video tape ser- 
vice. Lieberman and his fellow salesmen 
have brought "talkies" Into the world of 


real estate sales. 


Video tapes enable buyers to take a 


look at houses listed for sale without hav- 
ing to visit those unsuitable for their 
family needs. 


"Our salesmen like it because it saves 


their time and they can sit in a chair and 
tour a house," says Lieberman. 


"Sellers all come in to see the video 


tapes of their homes," he said. "They're 
very excited about it." He says sales 
have 
climbed 
since 
he 
began 
ex- 


perimenting with the service two months 
ago. 


With the video rccorc':r slung over his 


shoulder, a salesman takes aim at the 
house in question with a hand-held cam- 
era and starts shooting. As he zooms in 
on the features of a house the salesman 
gives a little talk on its merits. 


Back in the office, a client can breeze 


through the homes listed for sale by the 
Lieberman firm via video tape. Once the 
house is sold, the tape is erased and will 
be reused for new listings. 


"If you enjoy outdoor living, this is a 


tremendous house for you," advises a 
salesman's voice as you view a patio, 
play area and the neighborhood sur- 
rounding a two-story house. 


Moving indoors, the salesman exclaims 


over an "exceptionally fine living room'' 
where there is actually room for two 
couches. Zooming in on a crackling, cozy 
fireplace the camera brings some of the 
warmth and charm of the house to the 
screen. 


Lieberman readily admits that much 


of this appeal is to the woman of the 
family. "When a man is transferred he 
wants a house his wife will like," he 
says. "The man will determine the price 


range but it's the woman who decides." 


MANY WOMEN WILL not want a 


house unless it has all the latest appli- 
ances, according to Lieberman. Starting 
with the premiso that most people buy on 
emotion then support their decision with 
logic, he concentrates on "emotional hot- 
spots." This means that the kitchen, the 
bathroom and the family room are focal 
points of the video tape tours. 


Lieberman is a former sales manager 


for a photographic equipment company. 
Video tapes have been used for years in 
training courses but Lieberman believes 
he is the first in the nation to use the 
equipment to merchandise real estate.

A portable calculating machine 
is used in appraisals. "All this gadgetry 
is geared to speed," Lieberman says. 


He bought his own home in the Levitt 


& Sons Strathmore project in Buffalo 
Grove by telephone when he moved from 
the East Coast a few years ago. Lieber- 
man and his wife looked at an identical 
Levitt model in New York and made 
their decision without having to first 
travel to the Midwest, 


Lieberman opened his office sales of- 


fices last June but doesn't feel hampered 
by his relatively new reputation. "Real 
estate is a very old field," he said. "We 
don't have any of the hangups of those 
people who've been in the business 50 
years."

Tax Assessments Rise 
In Chicago, NW Suburbs 


Personal property assessments in Chi- 


cago and suburban Cook County have in- 
creased 5.6 per cent to a new 1971 total 
of $2,474,806,471 from a 1970 total of 
$2,344,449,336, the office of County Asses- 
sor P. J. Cullerton reported. 


Thomas M. Tully, chief deputy asses- 


sor, said the overall increase was ac- 
counted for by an increase of more than 
8 per cent in the assessment of personal 
property owned by corporations. 


The assessment of capital stock of 


banks in both the city and the suburbs 
and of personal property owned by part- 
nerships and other unincorporated busi- 
ness firms in the suburban area also 
showed increases. 


On the other hand, substantial de- 


creases occurred in personal property 
assessments for individuals in both the 
city and the suburbs and for partnerships 
and unincorporated business firms in 
Chicago. 


A FURTHER DECLINE in individual 


property assessments was attributed by 
Tully to a state law which became effec- 
tive in 1970 and which has exempted 
household furnishings and one automo- 
bile owned by an individual from assess- 
ment. 


The decrease in personal property as- 


sessments in the business firm category 
in Chicago was attributed to two factors 
— namely, the increasing number 
of 


businesses in the suburbs and the loss of 
business locations in the city. 


All of the eight townships within Chi- 


cago showed decreases in personal prop- 
erty assessments for businesses, but the 
largest decrease occurred on the south 
and west sides. 


A breakdown of Cullerton's report 


showed that total personal property as- 
s e s s m e n t s within Chicago .rose to 
$1,658,323,590 for 1971 from $1,579,223,659 
in 1970 and that total assessments in sub- 
urban Cook County rose to $816,482,881 
for 1971 from $765,225,677 in 1970. 


For corporations, personal property as- 


sessments for both Chicago and the sub-

The 10 per cent increase was 
specifically applied in cases in which 
corporations did not submit financial 
statements or income tax information to 
support their assessment schedules.

property assessments for both Chicago 
and the suburban area totaled $88,769.548 
for 1971. as compared with $93,408,551 for 
1970. For Chicago only, business firm as- 
sessments decreased to §67,515.757 for 
1971 from $73,042,446 for 1970. For the 
suburban area, business personal proper- 
ty assessments increased to $21,280,791, 
for 1971 from $20,366,105 for 1970. 


Personal property assessments for in- 


dividuals in both Chicago and the subur- 
ban area decreased to $71.447,440 for 1971 
from $102,010,379 for 1970. For Chicago 
only, individual assessments decreased 
to $39,346,882 for 1971 from $48,403,462 in 
1970. For the suburban area, individual 
assessments decreased to $32,100.818 for 
1971 from $53.606.917 for 1970. 


For 1971, personal property assess- 


ments have been made against 20,791 in- 
dividuals in Chicago and 127,413 individ- 
uals in the suburban area. Individual as- 
sessments were made against 23,764 pel- 
sons in Chicago and 199,492 persons in 
the suburbs for 1970 and 80,916 persons in 
Chicago and 225,662 persons in the sub- 
urbs in 1969, which was just before the 
exemption of household furnishings and 
one automobile became effective. 


For the 1971 personal property assess- 


ments against estates, the total was 
$77,215,188 for both the city and suburban 
area, as compared with $82,342,098 for 
1970. The assessment against capital 
stock of banks increased to $74,111,819 
for 1971 for both the city and suburban 
area from $69.599,703 for 1970.
